There, sir, 
is my grandmother,’ said he, as they ap- 
proached the house. Lafayette leoked up 
and saw at work in the garden, clad in do- 
mestie clothes, and her gray head covered 
with a plain straw hat, the mother of his 
hero. She gave Lafayette a cordial wel- 
come, observing, but come, I can make 
you welcome to my -poor dwelling without 
the parade of changing my dress. 
Mrs. Martha Washington, the wife of the 
General, was no less distinguished for her 
managenient of household affairs. She was 
a good seamstress, a good cook and a good 
mother.

Troupe, the accomplished. wife of the eap- 
tain of the British navy, once visited her, 
and she gave the following account of Mrs.

Wesley himself mentions 
their cheerfulness as one reason why they 
were disliked by a class.of churchmen. and 
other Christians. Grave and solemn men,” 
he says, though too few are guilty of this 
fault, dislike many of the Methodist preach- 
ers for having nothing of that gravity and 
solemnity about them.” Cheerful as he was 
himself, perhaps as much from the same 
causes as from his natural temperament, he 
found it necessary continually to enjoin upon 
them to “ be serious,” to “ never be triflingly 
employed.“ While they were as earnest as 
men about to meet death, and full of tho 
tenderness which could “ weep with those 
who wept,” no men could better “rejoice 
with those who rejoiced.” They were usu- 
ally the best story-tellers on their long eir- 
cuits, and of course had abundance of their 
own adventures to relate at the hearths and 
tables of their hosts.

We have had 
five laborers employed, two of ania are 
still in connection with the Socie Mr. 
H. E. Foster has traveled during e year 
in Sacramento, San Joaquin, Yuba, Sutter, 
Butte, Colusi and Sierra counties, and has 
sustained his former reputation as an active 
and zealous laborer. He has visited during 
the twelve months 2,716 families, of whick 
481 were found destitute. of the Scriptures, 
302 refusing supply, and 173 supplied ; 
250 copies of the Bible sold. 

Mr. C. A. Fitch spent seven months of 
very faithful labor in El Dorado county, 
during which he visited 1.782 families, 
found 126 destitute, and supplied 84; sold 
and donated 427 copies of the Seriptures. 

Mr. Samuel MeHenry has visited the ex- 
treme northern portion of the State, and 
has canvassed Siskiyou, Trinity and Shasta 
counties, and is now engaged in the canvass 
of Alameda and Contra Costa. In the per- 
formance of his work, he has been exposed 
to hardships and even peril. A portion of 
his track lay through a region infested by 
hostile Indians, and where, but a few days 
after his travel, several Americans, on the 
same route, were waylaid and killed. At 
one of bis stopping places, and only a few 
nights after he had lodged there, two young 
men were killed by the Pitt River Indians. 
Our colporteur in narrating his experience 
to me ssid: At times, on this dangerous 
road, I felt lonely and discouraged, but then 
I reflected on this—am I not traveling with 
a box of Bibles in my wagon for the peo- 
ple in the regions beyond ; and has not the 
Lord Jesus Christ promised to be with 
those who carry abroad his Word, even to 
the end of the world? And when I thought 
on this glorious truth, I could not help 


shouting for joy. I heard this from our 


friend after he had passed this road, and 
when he was enjoying the Christian hospi- 
tality of Rev. David H. Long, of Scott 
Valley; whose name is known all through 
‘the northern portion of the State in con- 
nection with every good work, and who 
himself, in former times, was a Bible dis- 
trbutor in the Mississippi Valley. 

During the five months of colporteur la- 
bor performed by Mr. McHenry, he has 
visited 977 families, found 85 destitute of 
the Scriptures, and supplied 68 with copies 
of the written Word, and sold and donated 
255 copies of the same. 

Mr. Fred. K. Bates spent two months as 
colporteur for the Society in Yolo and So- 
lano counties, visited 733 families, found 63 
destitute, supplied 55, and sold or donated 
195 Bibles. Mr. B. is a very efficient la- 
borer, and the Committee would gladly have 
continued him in the employ of the So- 
ciety. 

The aggregate result of labor 8 
by colporteurs, during the past year, is 
6,218 families visited, 755 found destitute, 
880 supplied, 1,183 copies of the Holy 
‘Scriptures sold and donated. It is an in- 
teresting fact in this connection, that a large 
proportion of the Bibles sold are the size 
for families, indicating a disposition among 


“our people to settle themselves permanently 


in the State. 
Denations. 


The number of Bibles donated during 
the year has been noted above, as also the 


various channels in which these donations 


have flowed. We regard this as by no 
means the least important of the Society’s 


operations. The donations are for the most 


part the destitute—to those who have 
not the Word of God, and who thus obtain 
it. Tt has an indication of the Divinity of 
the Lord Jesus Christ to the disciples of 
John, that the poor had the Gospel preach- 
ed to them; and we feel that this society, in 
thus giving the Word of God to th poor, 
are engaged in a Divine work, well approv- 
ed — the Master, for it is in the line of. his 
own labor while here on earth. Through 
the careful attention and visitation of the 
Rev. Mr. Rowell, Seamen’s Chaplain in 
this port, no ship, af whatever nation, is al- 
ry to léave our wharves without copies 
of the Holy Scriptures, in their own tongue, 
for the use of the passengers and ¢rew.— 
In this way this oer has the opportuni- 


ty of scattering the Holy Seriptares far and 


wide over the earth. It is a high privilege 
for the seven IS thus to stand at one of the 
world’s chief places of concourse and have 
the opportunity of sowing the seed by the 
side of all waters. Copies of the Scrip- 
tures have been sent also to the State Pris- 
on and distributed by the Rev. Mr. Gilbert, 
who ministers there ; -also by different indi- 
viduals. to our City Prisons and H 
and generally wherever the destitute have 
been found.
